EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 


Aud. 20.—The third division of Amador 
county, according to its industrial interests, is 
a region of rich gold-bearing gravel deposits 
in its upper section, together with fair moun- 
tain agricultural facilities, and a great extent 
of fine timber lands. The mining towns are 
Clinton, Ping Grove, Aqueduct City, Volcano, 
Rancheria and Fiddietown. Beginning upon 
the south, eight miles above Jackson, they ex- 
tend to the north ata distance of only some 
two or three miles apart. Clinton occupies a 
good position for prosperous mining, if only 
water could be had, the larger portion of the 
year. But as it is, work has been limited to 
only about four months, the rest of the year 
being Comparatively lost time. This keeps 
back the prosperity of the place, limiting it to 
ten families, and perhaps one hundred inhabi- 
tants, till ditches shall be completed and abua- 
dence of water secured. 

Pine Grove resembles a country settlement 
with its buildings scattered among the noble 
old forests of pine, elder, fir and spruce which, 
to the honor of the inhabitants, they have left 
in all their primitive grandeur ‘and beauty. 
This gives a romantic and lovely aspect to the 
place not often found in the mining sections, 
and a most note-worthy feature. There are a 
@ sufficient number of families to support a pleas- 
ant school most of the year. Here, as at 
Clinton, the people enjoy no regular preach- 
ing, though often their school house is well 
filled to listen to volunteer preaching by minis- 
ters from other places. 

Aqvepbucr Orry, one-and a-half miles to the 
east, lies in a five valley, of good soil, which 
could be cultivated to the highest perfection. 
The valley is near two miles long and only a 
quarter wide. It is all claimed and enclosed

ly to have failed from different causes. It oc- 
cupies a lovely position, with high pine-covered 
hills extending along on each side, and the 
beautiful valley stretching away below it. Yet 
if gold fails in our mountains, all interests fail, 
and the people move away. It will not be so 
always. 

Two-and-a-half miles farther to the north, 
lies a large mountain town, deep in between 
the great ranges, where Sutter Creek, in the 
course of time, has widened it out to a canon, 
at a point at which a number of its branches 
come in, into a very convenient place for a 
large settlement. Here one of the great immi 
grant routes first strikes into the mining re- 
gion, and it being a good place for mining, one 
of the largest towns in the mountains arose, at 
least if estimated by the number of families, 
which was at ove time two hundred and sixty. 
From some fancied volcanic appearances, the 
place was called Volcano. It lies upon the 
great marble range of the State, the same with 
OColambia and Sonora, and is characterized by 
similar features. But here the lime rises up 
into high rocky ledges, and into these or down 
deep into the earth, extend large caves. Only 
a few of them have been explored. Mining here 
is excellent when water can be had, and to an 
extent almost inexhaustable. It lies in the 
soil of the valley descending among the various 
lime boulders to unknown depths—is found in 
the hillsides wherever the clay and lime bould- 
ers are intermingled. Why this association of, 
gold with the clay to all depths-and extents 
when this is cemented with lime boulders, but 
not with other boulders, we can see no reason, 
and never heard a reason assigned. Other 
features of this marble range are most strange 
and at present utterly inexplicable. Another 
difficulty in the way of the prosperity of Vol- 
cano besides the want of water is, that its great 
rich valley for mining has not sufficient drain 
to allow of general and successful working.— 
But an extensive enterprise of a deep, long, open 
cut or tunnel of over a thousand feet through 
the rock is being undertaken to drain the val- 
ley. If this enterprise is successful, and the 
ditches begun are fully completed to bring in 
an abundance of permanent water, Volcano 
must, and wonld soon, come to rank next to 
its sister town of Columbia upon the same 
range far to the south. Society is fair in Vol- 
cano. They have a large, flourishing public 
school and three houses for public worsbip, 
with a fourth nearly finished. The Baptists, 
Methodist, Episcopal and Methodist Episcopal 
South, have regular preaching. One of the 
three finished was rather designed, as we were 
told, for the Campbellites, but is used only by 
the M. E. South till they complete their new 
one. There are Sabbath schools in connection 
with three congregations. The common social 
and reformatory organizations of the State, are 
here found, as Sons, Templars, Odd-Fellows, 
Masons, &c. The last two of these have a fine 
Hall, elevated high over the town, on a natural 
marble fort, the summit of which can be reach: 
ed only on one side, or by entering a cave at 
the bottom and asscending through a narrow 
chimney-like opening near by seventy-five feet. 
There appeared to be little drunkenness or 
gambling, or carousing in the place. A strong 
desire here, as in almost every other town in 
the mountains was expressed, that the Legis- 
lature would pass a judicious Sabbath law. 
Jews and gentiles, believers and unbelievers, 
worldly men and sceptics, ask for it, not as a 
religious institution, but, like marriage, as ne- 
cessary to the order and best interests of soci- 
ety, aod a blessing to all, especially to the hon- 
est business and working men, who need a day 
of rest from their toil. 

Rancueria.—North of here three miles is 
another excellent mining locality when they 
can get water, called Rancheria. Extensive 
deposits of good pay ground exist, yet only a 
limited amount of work has been done for want 
of good ditches to supply them the needed el- 
ement. Only some fourteen families and a 
smal! proportion of batchelors are here spend- 
ing the summer, hoping possibly for abundance 
of water this fall and winter. 

Fippuerown.—Another three and a half 
miles north brings one to an old, and a quite 
large mountain town called Fiddletown. They 
have no church, but a good school-house in 
which Divine worship is generally observed on 
the Sabbath, conducted principally by the 
Metbodists. The population has not a large 
proportion of families, though twenty-five may 
be residing in the immediate vicinity of the 
town. Mining seems rather limited in the re- 
gion we should judge, when we consider the 
number of inbabitants. Yet two or three ex- 
cellent quartz leads have lately been here dis- 
covered, and are being worked to good advan- 
tage. Also through this whole higher region 


The town was once a busy one, but seems near- of the county, irregular, scattering and isola- 


ted quartz veins and juts are found—some very 
rich in the precious metal. Indeed at this dis- 
tance, and all the way above to the highest 
summits of the Sierra's, these irregular veins 
appear, and are to become a source of vast 
wealth to the country. Farming through this 
region is greatly on the increase. Hundreds of 
acres are in some instances under beautiful 
cultivation, including hills and valleys: the for- 
mer for small grains and hay, the latter for gar- 
dens and orchards. Fruit growing is rapidly 
advancing, and lumber almost without imit 
may be, and is being manufactured and sent 
to market below. Indeed, we know not why 
these mountains may not be filled with a per- 
manent, enterprising, thriving, contented, hap- 
py population, even beyond any other moun- 
tainous Country of our whole Union. We are 
pleased to find these sentiments evidently gain- 
ing ground among the people of the mines and

virtue, have given themselves up to the demor- 
alizing Sway of king alcohol, and descended, 
step by step, until we find them at last lyi 
upon the bare floor of the station house, 
their names enrolled upon the record of arrests 
as lodgers, for safe keeping. Yesterday, there 
were two of these miserable outcasts d 
ed, after a night’s uneasy, drunken oblivious- 
ness, in the city prison. One of them was a 
man who, with all the advantages of birth and 
education, the means,-with ordinary 

rudence, to have ensured him a comfortable 

ome and exemption from manual labor during 
his life; but the demon of ram took ion 
of his soul, and caused his gradual tio 
the scale of being, until we yesterday foand his 
name upon the police calendar, as a houseless, 
homeless, helpless vagrant. 

One little simple resolution is a remedy for 
all this - never to drink any liquor as a beverage. 
Why not take it, young men, and be safe? 
And why not urge them to do it, and help them 
do it, all ye who love your kind. or fear God! 

In view of such effects of intemperance as 
this related in the Alta, and the many others 
that we see every day, who can have any con- 
fidence in that christianity that does not lead 
its professors to the practice and earnest advo- 
cacy of total abstinence, which is the only 
safety?

“I Don’t Feel Capable.” 


We imagine that there must be about sev- 
enty-five per cent. of the male membership of 
our churches, who habitually refrain from tak- 
ing any active part in the social devotions of 
the prayer and conference meetings, on the 
plea that “they don't feel capable of instruct 
ing their brethren.” Sometimes this is the 
genuine article of humility, and sometimes it is 
a mere excuse for indifference or laziness. 
Whichever it may be, it wholly mistakes the 
end and aim of the exercises which it declines 
toshare. It is not the object of the church 
prayer meeting to give brethren an opportunity 
to instract one another, but it is to worship 
God ; to ask him for such things as may be 
requisite and necessary for them; to stir up 
each other’s pure minds by way of remem- 
brance ; to compare notes as to advantages 
gained, obstacles overcome, means used, and 
ends aimed at; to commune with and cheer 
each other, and so make it easier fer all to ad- 
vance in the heavenly way, while unitedly im- 
ploring that Divine assistance without which 
all their prayers would be words, all their pro- 
gress in a circle, and all their toil fruitless.

HOW TO SELECT FLOUR. 


1. Look at its color ; if it is white, with a 
slight yellowish or straw-colored tint, buy it. 
If it is very white, with a bluish cast, or with 
black s jo it, refuse it. 2. Examine its 
adbesiveness ; wet and knead a little of it be 
tween your fingers; if it works soft and sticky, 
it is poor. Flour made from Spring wheat is 
likely to be sticky. 3. Throw a little lump of 
dry flour against a smooth, perpendicular sur- 
face ; if it adberes in a lamp, the flour bas life 
in it; if it falls like powder, it is bad. 4. 
Squeeze some of the flour in your band; if it 
retains the shape given it by the pressure, that, 
too, is a goodsiga. Flovr that will stand all 
these tests it is safe to buy. These modes are

AGRICULTURAL, 


AND BUDDING. 
ollowing is, in your judgment, of an 
value to your readers, it? is at your disposal. 
I dispense with the use of clay and wax in 
rafting, and tie nothing on to protect the bud- 
ing, but use plasters of cemented rags only. 
I procure well worn cotton rags, and for bud- 
ding, tear them in strips not more than half an 
inch wide—for grafting, a little more than an 
inch wide. They — be short or long, though 
a regular length would be better for both pur- 
poses. The narrow strips are then wound 
round a short stick smoothly and loosely, care 
being taken that the end of the former stri 
laps over the first end of the last strip added, 
otherwise in unrolling it it would be difficult 
to find the ends. The roll would be like the 
used by surgeons for broken limbs. 
The composition I use is one pound of rosin 
one pound of beeswax, and one and a half 
pounds of tallow ; into which, when perfectly 
melted and mixed, the rolls are put, not to 
soak, merely, but to boil until the bubbles en- 
tirely cease to rise on the surface, for then it 
is certain that all the air is by the heat exclu- 
ded from the rolls, and the vacuum filled u 
with the cement. This plan, of course, is 
apopted with bandages of any width. The 


psed rolls should be taken out while hot, and when 


cold used as required. From six to eight 
inches of the narrow strips will be enough for 
budding, which will, with the warmth of the 
band, stick without tying ; and if the rags are 
sufficiently tender, no further care is needed, for 
they will not cut into the wood or bark, but 
tear as the tree expands. This plan 1 have for 
years adoptd in budding ; and the last year for 
ting apple trees even as late as the 27th of 
une, which have grown finely. Of course, the 
wider strips are used for — The same 
will do well to bind around trees that have 
been wounded in any way.— Am. Agriculturist. 


SEXES OF THE STRAWBERRY- 


Mr. Longworth, the veteran cultivator o! 
Cincinnati, in a recent letter to the public, 
gives an account of the manner in which he 
made the discovery of pistillate and staminate 
plants amoung strawberries. An illiterate 
market-woman beat him in raising strawberries 
for market, and became his teacher. She 
threw outa large part of her plants, and, on 
examining them, he foand they had anthers, 
while the larger part of those retained in the 
garden had only pistils. Just enough of the 
males were retained to fertalize the pistillate 
plants. This was the foundation of a new 
method of strawberry culture, which has revo- 
lutionized the practice of the growers of this 
fruit in Europe and America. It has led to 
hybridizing, and to the originating of nearly 

| the popular varieties now cultivated. The 
whole tribe of seedlings came of the practice 
of this unlettered fruit grower in Ohio. The 
prize strawberries of Cincinnati are the result 
of judicious crossing, for the purpose of ob- 
taining new varieties. Hovey's Seedling was 
impregnated with the largest English herma- 
phrodite, and, of the great number of a 

roduced, the Prolific, the Superior, and 

ra Red, were deemed wortby of cultivation. 
These are abundant bearers of excellent large 
fruit. A hint from Mr. Longworth’s experi- 
ence will be of service to all growers of this 
delicious fruit: “I mix with my rich garden. 
mould one-half of the poorest and stiffest clay 
I can find. The resalt is, plants of much lar- 
ger growth, that stand dry weather, bear more 
end larger fruit, and the plants are never 
thrown out of the ground in the Spring, when 
the ground thaws.”
